The “Century Magazine” for December is an 
histotical document of the~firat order, for it 
contains a wonderful series of photographs of 
Mars taken on the Andes in Joly last by Mr.

Percival Lowell,‘ the director of the Lowell. 
Observatory, aid an article by Prof Lowell on 
the meaning of those photographs.

The photographs when developed roved 
little less than astounding: Not only were canals 
and oases evidently there, but these showed 
with a delicacy of delineation which spoke for 
the steadiness of thé air through which they 
had been taken.” : : 

“The importance of these little round disca, 
doubt-killing bullets from the planet of war, is 
that they reveal to laymen and astronomers

as Europe, the dark ones'he sees below ; vast 
rose-dehre stretches of Saharan desert, the 
light regions that compose its greater portion. 
‘And then, at last, trained to looking, he will 
distinguish, the threads that interlace them 
aud bind them all into a communicated whole, 

“These little lines are the ‘canals which for 
their strange directness and yet stranger arti- 
culation ‘were for long denied existence, and 
even now find a world slow to ctedit the story 
they have to tell. For it wounds man’s dignity 
to belieye it; But to the camera no evasion of 
the fact. avails. They are there, and the film 
refuses to report them other than they are.

THE CAIRO TRAMWAYS- 


Yet another petition; which is only one of 


'many which have been presented to the Gov- 


ernment from time to timé.on. the same sub- 
ject, has recently been handed to Sir. Eldon 
Gorst praying for the extension of the existing 
tramway through Old Cairo. to the district of 
Sahel, but though this extension would be of be-

France.—The principal imports are the more 
expensive clothes for ladies.

Tonxsy.—The cheapest imported goods, 
made without much regard for cut, workman- 
ship and materials employed, come from

England, but the fact remains that 
clothes can be sent to Egypt at such a price 
that even Austria cannot compete on point of 
actual £.

EGYPTIAN ANTIQUITIES IN THE 
BRITISH MUSEUM. 


A nomber of interesting object shave recently 
been added to the Egyptian Department of the 
British Museum, and are now on exhibition in 
the galleries, Among the most interesting is a 
portion of the doorway from the tomb of the 
Queen Ankhnes-nefer-ab-ru, whose sarcophagus 
is already in the collection. The large granite 
sarcophagus of a scribe and high Court official 
is also worthy of notice,the hieroglyphic inscrip- 
tion being beautifully cut after the manner of 
the Ptolemaic period about 3.0. 800, to which 
age it probably belongs. There is also a huge 
tablet or stelé carved in the shape of a door 
and inseribed with a long funerary inscription,
